Some  people  pass  through  a  community  with  little  impact;  others  become 
an  integral  part  of  it.  Mr.  Norman  Cormier  -  and  his  family  -  have  be¬ 
come  a  substantial  piece  of  the  fabric  of  RMHS  and  the  Reading  com¬ 
munity.  Mr.  Cormier  started  teaching  here  in  1971,  and  since  that  time  al¬ 
most  no  student  who  passes  through  the  halls  of  RMHS  have  escaped  a 
Cormier  experience.  Many  students  share  memories  of  sitting  in  his  in¬ 
credibly  orderly  classroom,  comforted  with  the  predictability  of  vocabu¬ 
lary  lists,  outside  reading  books,  and  thorough  analysis  of  the  details  of 
literature.  Other  students  learned  the  rules  of  the  road  in  his  driver  edu¬ 
cation  classes  or  benefited  from  his  calm  efficiency  as  he  helped  them  un¬ 
tangle  the  web  of  the  registry  -  even  if  they  had  terrorized  him  their  first 
time  before  the  wheel.  Still  others  will  remember  Mr.  Cormier  as  the  vide- 
ographer  at  basketball  or  football  games.  Or  perhaps  students  shared  a 
seat  in  the  same  audience  with  the  Cormier  family,  who  attended  numer¬ 
ous  student  productions  and  athletic  events.  Out  in  the  community  stu¬ 
dents  may  have  received  communion  from  Mr.  Cormier  at  St.  Athanasi¬ 
us'  alter  or  been  a  guest  at  the  Cormier  Haunted  House  at  Halloween. 
Perhaps  the  Cormier  experience  was  sharing  a  class  or  an  athletic  compe¬ 
tition  with  one  of  Mr.  Cormier's  four  sons,  or  having  lunch  served  to 
them  by  Mrs.  Cormier  at  Barrows.  The  members  of  the  Class  of  1999  will 
remember  the  English  corridor  with  Mr.  Cormier  at  the  hub,  handling  at¬ 
tendance  for  the  class  for  the  past  four  years.  And  in  years  to  come  they 
will  delight  in  the  memory  of  the  image  of  a  white-helmeted  Mr.  Cormier 
buzzing  through  the  community  on  his  trusty  moped.  Indeed,  Mr.  Cor¬ 
mier  and  his  family  have  impacted  RMHS  and  the  Reading  community. 
They  will  be  missed  by  many  people.  We  thank  Mr.  Cormier  for  his  dedi¬ 
cation  to  Reading  and  we  wish  him  and  his  family  GOOD  LUCK  and 
GODSPEED  as  they  venture  to  Greene,  Maine.
